A FAMOUS DRAMATIST.

Ibsen, the most revolutionary figure in the 
dramatic ‘world in the latter part ot the 
nineteenth centory, has died at the ripe age of 
close upon-80. His place in the world’s litera- 


bad tunk to an extraordinary state of degrada- 
tion, he dared to come ſorwatd to show an 
astonithed world that the supreme gift of the 
dramatist is to produce an impression of lite 
which seems, and which is more real than 


ed on the scene and ventured to describe men 
and women as he saw them with the aid of 
great dramatio intuition and technical talent, 
the world, still faithful to an utterly super- 
annuated corfvention in regard to the drama, 
was taken aback and endeavoured to crash 
theadvocate of an emancipated drama. He 
was held up as a heartless ironist and a devil's 
advocates because he did his best and was 
saccessfal in the presentation of figures who 
are dramatically “alive.” His fame soon spread 
throughont Enrope, and in Eogland and Ger- 
many fierce controversies raged in the latter 
eighties and early nineties over his plays, 
which made the innermost fibres of many of 
his ‘hearers’ hearts quiver with a feeling 
which Sardon and his kind were qaite unable 
to evoke. Tbe traditon of what the drama should 
be hid deen so obscured that when Ibsen came 
forward its works were branded as “problem” 
plays, as if the treatment of human problems 
was a novelty instead of being as old ss ZZ ichy- 
las, Problem was ever at the root of bis work. 
No drama without confl’ct; no conflict without 
something to decide. All life worthy the name 
ig s problem; and every play that would repro- 
dace life mast be either a problem ora plati- 
tude. A people that. is unconscious of having 
problems to solve, that has outlived its interest 
in the interpretation of life, ia beginning to be 
at the end of its inte leotual rbsOurces. Senile 
decay is as surely indicated in a nation as in a 
man by a dull acquiescence in the immutability 


of things; and the literature of a waning race 


is almost always diverted from the great ques- 
tions of condact before it expires io esthetio 
trivialities. Hence Ihsen's determination to 
accept problem as the normal material of the 
drama, and his understanding of drama as 
“the presentation in parable of the vonrflict 
between man’s will and bis environment,” were 
a pledge at least of vitality in his ideas, and 
vitality working itself ont as creative philoso- 
phy is the supreme necessity to the art ot the 
atage, Thus Ibsen's name and fame ss the 
dramatic exponent of life in the latter 
yeara of the ninetenth century will live long 
after Sardou, Scribe, and hoc genus omne have 
been forgotten. 5 


BIOGRAPHICAL DETAILS. 


Ibeen was born at Skien, March 20, 1828. 
He was of German descent on hig mother’s. 
side, and, spoke German with fluency; 
but he never wrote anything in that lan- 
guage. He at first stadicd medicine, but 
soon abandoned that profession for literatore. 
Under the pseudonym of Brynjolf Bjarme he 
published in 1850 “Caitlina” (Catiline), a 
drama in three acts. In the following year 
he was appoiated director of the National 
Theatre. at Bergen and in 1857 want to 
Christiania as director of the Norake Theatre. 
The following are the dates of his best-known 
productions: Brandt,“ 1866 ; “Peer Gynt,” 
1867; “De Unges Forbund,” 1869; “Keiser 
og Galileeer,” 1875 ; and a volume of poems, 
“Lyriske Digts,” 1871. The Pillars of So- 
ciety,” 1877, contains, perhaps, the best em- 
bodiment of his social philosophy. Other works 
of his are “Ghosts,” 181; A Social Enemy,” 
1382 ; “The Wild Dock,” 1884 ; “Rosmers- 
holm,” “Ths Master Builder, 1892 ; “Little 
Byolf,” 1894 ; John Gabriel Borkman,” 1897, 
“Love's Comedy,” 1900. eto. Ibsen of late years 
had been the object of a devout oaltus in Bug- 
land, Many of his plays have been tranalated 
into English, and his play “Nora or the Doll's 
Honse,” was prodaced in 1887 at the Novelty 
Theatre and again in 1889 at the Olympio, 
with Mies Acharch in the leading part. Origin- 
ally published in 1880, it is a pfonauncement 
in dramstic form on much that is now in- 
volved in the then so-called “New Woman” 
question. Io Febuary, 1891, “Rosmersholm,” 
“Ghosts,” and Hedda Gab!er,’ were produced 
at the Vaadeville in English, and early in 
1893 two series of performances of a transla- 
tion of “The Master Bailder“ were given by 
eke Robins. Ibsen plays were for a time. 
he rage, and, “Hedda Gabler, “Rosmers- 
holm,” parts of “Brandt,” and “The Enemy of 
the People,” were produced at various London 
Theatres. They still are frequently performed 
in England althosogh of late years Ibsen bad 
grown to appear rather old fashioned” since 
the sudden apotheosis of our dramatic’ Whistler, 
Bernard Shaw. .

The infantry, which is the best arm, and is 
good in attack and defence, is divided into 77 
regiments and 23 single battalions of the first 
line or Nizam. The men are tireless marchers, 
and cover ground very quickly. They are arm- 
ed with the Mauser, which is heavier than the 
British arm by nearly 1lb. With bayonet 
attached, the reach of the Turkish weapon is 
nearly a foot in excess of ours. The reserve 
lines have organisation for about 1,000 batta- 
lione, of which the Redif, or second line, has 
361. 

The field artillery is being equipped with 
new Krupp guns, and was reorganised in 1891. 
Quiok-firere were added in some numbers in 
1904, and in April of last year a German loan 
was secured and new guns and ammunition 
were ordered from Krupp. The first order was 
for 62 batteries, and many of these gans have 
been delivered and freeh contracts entered 
into. Two million and a half are being spent 
on re-armament, which should be completed by 
the end of 1907. 

The Turkish artilleryman is a fine soldier, 
but he receives very little practice. The cavalry 
is the worst arm of the service, and technical 
training of every kind is much needed. 

The fortress artillery in the important de- 
fences hasa very fine Krupp cquipment, and 
this branch would, no donbt, prove efficient, 
provided that the money voted for upkeep 
and ammanition has been properly expended. 
There are twenty-four companies in the forts 
at Constantinople, fourteen in the Bosphorus 
batteries, thirty-two in the Dardanelles de- 
fences, and the remainder is considerably 
scattered. 

The forces in Asia Minor consist of the 4th, 
5th, 6th, and 7th armies, with portions of the 
others. Thirty-one Nizam and Redif divisions 
are quarteredin the territory, and itis the 
troops of the 7th army, with headquarters at 
Sanaa, that are on the frontier of Egypt. The 
actual troops there are farnished by the 16th 
Nizam Division. The troops to their rear are 
those of the 14th Divisions. The nearest 
oavalry is the 5th Cavalry Division, with head- 
quarters at Damascus.

The Money Market, 

The money market shows signs of coming 
ease, avd the postponement by the Govern- 
ment of the issue of the £10,(00,000 Irish 
Loan has been a relief. The postponement, we 
understand, is indefinite, but it is believed that 
no attempt will be made to launch the issue 
until the oftititions of the money market are 
such that it dan be carried through without 
any difficulty. This action does credit to the 
common sense of Mr. Asquith, and it is to be 
hoped that more discretion will be shown in 
the Government’s future dealings than we have 
been accustomed to in recent years, 

The condition of money is certainly impro- 
ved, as reflected in the Bank statement, which 
shows that, inclasive of the £507,000 released 
by the Government. of India, there was a net 
influx of £723,000 from abroad daring the 
past week. The Bank’s stock of bullion is higher 
by £859,000, and as a result of contraction in 
note circulation the total reserve is increased 
by £506,000 to £21,387,0 0. There is, however, 
a net decrease in the deposits, for while public 


deposits are £1,208,000bigher, market balances’ 


are £2,691,000 lower, chiefly in consequence 


of the reduction of £1,953000 in ‘other’ | 


securities. The proportion of reserve to liabili- 
ties has improved by 27% to 419%. No real 
reliefcan be expected until the Fowler Bill 
releasing some of the enormous acoumula- 
tions in the United States Treasury passes 
into law. By this means it is hoped that 
£10,000,000 will be released, which the market 
could well absorb, and, indee 1, needs. 

The Stock Markets. 

Now that the political horizon is very much 
clearer, there being, in fact, no serioad trouble 
in sight, there would be every reason, were the 
money position normal, to anticipate a very 
active share market. The dividend returns all 
over the country, and the reporta from India, 
Australia, and other countries, seem to give 
no reason to doubt that fora few years good 
trade is assured, and it is highly probable that 
the activity of the Stock Exchange having been 
so long in suspense, when once it starts it will 
bs of a very definite character, particularly in 
those securities which maybe considered practi- 
cally safe,and which can be obtained at present 
at a price to yield 4% and even 5 /, which, tor 
those living on fixed incomes: from interest 
on investments, makes quite a difference in 
their mode of living. Only a few years ago the 
same securities could not be got to yield over 
84°. These funds have of late been chiefly 
pat into mcrtgages, but the demand for money 
from these sources is qaoite filled, and the 
general public will therefore be obliged to 
boy shares. 

Apart from the spurt in Consols(as the 
resalt of the action of the Government in the 
matter of the Irish Loan) which has already
